For the reception bt 9 o’clock sim ilar cards were 
issued, the only difference being in the time. In ­ 
closed, also, were “ at home” cards announcing th at 
the groom and bride would receive at the Palace 
Hotel on Mondays in January. 


ASSEMBLING OF THE GUESTS. 
The guests, on the arrival at the hotel, were re­ 
ceived on the first floor, which was devoted in a 
great part to their entertainm ent.

DOM ESTIC. 


U n ited S ta tes S e n a te . 
W ashington, December 14th.—A number 
of bills were introduced, including one by 
Edmunds for settling private land claims in 
certain States and Territories. 
A fter the morning hour the subject of 
Presidential succession was brought up. 
Beck spoke of the serious difficulties and 
confusion likely to arise from the enforce­ 
ment of the A ct of M arch 1, 1792, giving the 
line of succession to the President of the Sen­ 
ate, or if there is none, to the Speaker of the 
House, in the contingency therein provided 
for, and referred to many instances in which, 
if any such contingency had arisen, these dif­ 
ficulties would have been illustrated. 
He 
said th at while the word “ officer,” in the 
clause of the Constitution empowering the 
Legislature to declare w hat officer shall 
act as provisional successor, 
had 
been 
held to mean an officer of 
the United 
States, 
the only 
existing 
provision of 
law on the subject of the A ct of 1792 desig­ 
nated officials not recognized as officers of 
the U nited States. 
The Senate decided in 
1798, in the Blount impeachment case, th at a 
Senator was not a civil officer of the U nited 
States within the impeaching clause of the 
Constitution, and this decision has been fol­ 
lowed. 
There were m any practical difficul­ 
ties in the way of the execution of the law. 
The Speaker of the House, ordinarily, hss 
official existence for nine monthe every alter­ 
nate year, and the President of the Senate 
may have no official existence at the same 
time, as had repeatedly occurred, aud waa 
the fact when the assassination of 
Presi­ 
dent Garfield took place. 
In the life of the 
Vice-President 
the 
office 
of 
President 
pro tern, of the Senate does not exist, except 
in the absence of the Vice-President, upon 
whose reappearance the President pro tern, 
becomes tunctus officio. 
The power given 
Congress provides for the succession, being 
the power to designate an cfficer already 
existing. 
The latter m ust continue to hold 
the office, the possession of which qualifies 
him for designation as acting President of the 
U nited States. 
Thus the Speaker of the 
House or President of the Senate, act­ 
ing as President < f the U nited States, would 
wield both the legislative and executive power 
of the Government, as he would take part in 
the legislation, and append or withhold the 
executive signature to th at same legislation, 
¿’urther, both the President of the Senate 
and Speaker of the House become ineligible 
to the Presidency by reason ot alienage and 
nonage. 
This was well illustrated in the case 
of Clay in 1811, who was elected Speaker of 
the House before he was of Presidential age, 
and under the existing law, if both President 
and Vice President had died sixty days 
before tbe first W ednesday of the present 
month, it would have been necessary to elect 
a new President, who would be sworn in on 
the 4th of M arch next, iu the middle of the 
long term ot Congress, and if he waB to serve 
for fonr years his term would expire in the 
middle of the long Congressional term. 
The 
introdnction of a new Cabinet and new ma­ 
chinery in the middle of Congress would 
disorganize all the Government departments, 
and ought to be provided against. 
Beck regarded the subatance of the bill re­ 
ported by the Judiciary Committee of the 
Senate in 1856, making the succession fail on 
the Judges of the Supreme Court, officers 
who had the qualifications required for the 
Presidency and Vice-Presidency, as bridg­ 
ing over the difficulty. 
He denied the posi­ 
tion taken by that committee aud by able 
lawyers, that when iu the temporary disa­ 
bility of the President the Vice-President 
succeeds, that the President cannot after­ 
wards resume the place. If Lincoln had been 
captured by the Confederates, it would have 
been neceBBary for Hamlin to sign as Presi­ 
dent the legislation passed to raise men and 
money to carry on the war ; but a declaration 
by Hamlin that he intended to act the remain­ 
der of the term would have caused a revolu­ 
tion in the North. 
Beck was opposed to Garland’s bill, vestiDg 
the succession in the Cabiuet officers, because 
in the event of tbe removal of the President, 
the Cabinet might not only be implicated 
with tho President, but might have advised 
the offense for which he is removed. Then, 
too, the Cabiuet members may nc-t possess 
the requisite qualifications for the Presidency, 
in age and nativity. 
He then quoted from an 
interesting letter by the official Senate re­ 
porter, D. G. Murphy, in response to one 
from himself, giving a record ot the insertion 
of the clause of the Constitution and legisla­ 
tion on the sul j ret. 
Morgan followed Beck, holding that the Vice- 
l’resider.t does not become President, nor en­ 
titled to take the oath as such, ptnding the 
inability or disability of the President, but to 
discharge the powers and duties of the office 
by virtoe of hie office as Vice-President 
pending the disability, and no longer. 
Anthony followed, elucidating tho political 
difficulties in tho way of the enforcement of 
the Act of 1792, aud the necessity for a 
remedy therefor. 
Garland obtained the floor, when the Séc­ 
ate went into executive session, and soon 
after adjourned.

P hiladelphia, December 14th.—The cord­ 
age manufactory of John T. Bailey & Co , 
coveiiog the square at (Ltego and Tasker 
streets, wa3 burned this afternoon.

Sergeant Stewart, of the Eighteenth In­ 
fantry, Fort Assinaboine, M. T., while on 
escort duty lately, had one hand and toth 
feet frozen. 
Colonel Long, of Kentucky, has been en­ 
gaged as Grand Lecturer of the Good Tem­ 
plars of Oregon for six months, and lect­ 
ured in Hillsboro on Thursday, Decem­ 
ber 1st. 
An Albino spring-tail dnck was killed a 
short distance below Petaluma the other 
day. 
The bird is a beautiful cream-color, 
and quite a curiosity, being the first of the 
kind killed in that vicinity. 
The Soquel paper mill is turning out 
eleven hundred reams of brown paper per 
week, and cannot supply the demand. The 
company has 2,000 tons of straw on hand, 
enough to keep the mill supplied for eigh­ 
teen months. 
The new Epiecopal Church at Albu­ 
querque, N. M., is to be built of stone, and 
the section now building will cost about 
80,000. 
The plan contemplates extensions 
as fast as funds accumulate, and the ulti­ 
mate cost will be $20,000. 
A few miles west of Las Vegas, N. M., is 
a buried forest. The trees are petrified and 
crystallized into solid stone. 
The bark, 
grain and knots of the trees are shown. 
The trees can be taken out almost perfect, 
and make fine lawn ornaments. 
Mitchels & Co. have commenced a tun­ 
nel in the bank of the river at Ivernville.

Twenty thousand ties are frozen in the 
Yellowstone, M. T., between Plummer’s 
ranch and Powder river, a distance of 
seventeen miles. 
The running ice carried 
away the boom at Powder, and scattered

told, the loss will exceed $15,000. 
“ Wassau ” was the original name given 
to Washoe county, Nevada. 
The name of 
the county was taken from the beautiful 
lake and valley which lie in the southern 
extremity, being the name of a tribe of In­ 
dians that occupied the western slope of 
the Sierra Nevada from the Truckee to tho 
Carson river. 
The Oregon Pacific Railroad has now 
four sawmills in operation between Corval­ 
lis and Yaquiüa bay, and two more have 
been ordered, and will be running in Jan ­ 
uary. 
By the time work can open next 
spring all the bridge, culvert and tunnel 
timber needed for the first sixty miles will 
be cut and framed ready for putting to­ 
gether. 
N otwithstanding the dangerous charac 
ter of the ford across the Rio Grande at El 
Paso del Norte, N. M., people still persist 
in attempting to drive across.

_ Guiteau at once called o u t: “ Dr. Withrow 
ÍB the honored pastor ot Park-etreet Church, 
Bostor, where I used to attend church when 
I was there. 
He is a very fine gentleman.” 
Witness said the prisoner desired to deliver 
a lecture in his (Withrow’s) church, in answer 
to iDgersoll, but witness declined to have the 
church used for that purpose. 
Witnees ob­ 
served the prisoner during the winter at 
meetings and s-icial gatherings of the church ; 
never saw the least indication of umoundcess 
of mind, but, on the contrary, thought he 
possessed ^unusual shrewdness. 
Correcting 
himself, witness added ; “I should say this—” 
Guiteau—What’s the difference, doctor. 
Answer—The one means brighter than the 
other. 
Colonel Corkhill—And of larger caliber ? 
Guiteau—He didn’t saj that, Corkhill. 
You must have slept well last night 
That’s 
the smartest thing you’ve said yet. 
Witne.-s said the prisoner generally took 
part in discussions upon whatever subject 
might be under argument; was always criti­ 
cal aud accusative rather than conciliatory 
and kind. 
Guiteau—I always spoke to tbe point, in­ 
cisive and gritty. That’s me. 
There is no 
nonsense or romance in my composition. 
If 
there had been I might have gone through 
the world more smoothly. 
It is very evident 
to the mind of every one that the sole object 
of this kind of examination is to show that 
I knew the difference between right and 
wrong. 
That has nothing whatever to do 
with this case. The only question is whether 
or not my frse moral agency was destroyed 
when I was impelled upon the President. 
Tnat’s tbe point, Judge, and it knocks the 
bottom out of your theory. 
After a short pause he broke out agaiD, and 
with increased vehemence. *' I’m not here to 
save my neck from the gallows. 
I’m here for 
vindication, for justice and for right.” 
Judge Cox—Well, that will do now. Sus­ 
pend yon* remarks.

Witness was proceeding to relate the cir­ 
cumstances of Guiteau’s connection with his 
company, when Guiteau indignantly shouted, 
“ Well, now I want to say right here that 
when a witcers comes hete and tells wbat is 
false I shall tell him you are mistaken, sir ; 
that is false. That is a lie, and fiuaily you 
are miserable whelps. That is as far as I 
sha'l go.” 
The witness said the prisoner asked a loan 
on the strength of a Consulship he was to 
have.

“ I remember you,” shouted Guiteau.

p utting on tho tires, fill the felloes w ith 
hot linseed oil brought to a boiling heat. 
The tim ber in spokes and felloes should be 
dry, as green tim ber w ill not absorb th e 
oil, and care should be taken th a t th e oil is 
not m ade h o tter than boiling heat, or the 
tim ber will be burned. 
The spokes should 
also be well rubbed w ith tb e hot oil. Tim ­ 
ber filled w ith oil in th is way is not sus­ 
ceptible oí injury by w ater, and is rendered 
much more durable by this process.

th e wood has thoroughly absorbed the oil 
it ahould be left standing for some days 
before th e point and varnish is applied. 
If 
these * directions are observed, the tires 
never get loose and the spokes and felloes 
remain firm until th e tires w ear out.

THE PORK QUESTION IN FRANCE. 
The French Government does not aeem 
able to get rid of the pork embargo so easily 
as it was created. The recent discussion 
as to the methods of inspecting American 
pork may be set down as on the whole ir­ 
relevant to the real i3sue. l'he undoubted 
fact is, that the embargo on American pork 
products was the result of a Protective 
inspiration, and that the alleged danger 
of trichinosis was only a pretense to give 
some plausible excuse for the measure. 
W hy France should not, if she sees fit, 
adopt a prohibitory tariff, is not easy to 
see, unless she wishes to cscrpe retaliatory 
measures by pretending a sanitary instead 
of a commercial reason for her action. 
Bat it is very well understood that the em­ 
bargo was placed upon our hog products at 
the special instance of French cattle-raisers 
and pork-packcrs, who found that the 
United States importations were interfering 
with their markets. 
Of course we can 
adopt retaliatory measures, but in exclud­ 
ing what goes by the name of French wines 
nowadays, we should certainly cot shut 
out any desirable products of French 
vineyards, for it may be questioned 
whether any genuine French wine has 
found its way to our ports for several years. 
A country which has adopted the pro­ 
tective system, however, cannot complain 
when other countries follow its example. 
If the policy of the United States should 
become that of the whole world, every 
country would eventually have to depend 
entirely upon itself, and all interchange of 
products would bn brought to an end. The 
result of such a policy, if steadily pursued, 
would inevitably be to reduce all countries 
to the condition of China. Chinese civili­ 
zation, in fact, is the legitimate outcome of 
Protection, and that system has nowhere 
been applied so rigorously as in the Celes­ 
tial Kmpire. France haB begun to fight ns 
with our own weapons, and all we can do 
is to retaliate by cuttiDg ourselves off still 
further from aU the benefits of French in­ 
dustry, arts and mannfacturcB. It is a 
thoroughly barbarous and retrogressive 
policy on both sides, but it is the only one 
which is consistent with the principles we 
have unfortunately adopted for onr own. 
THE ELECTRIC LI3HT IN SAN JOSE. 
The electric light tower in Sin Jose has 
at length been completed, and the light has 
been tried. The accounts of the result are 
by no means accordant, but we are satisfied 
that those which repreeeut it asa practical 
success are the most trustworthy. The 
tower is built of iron gas-pipe, and is two 
hundred feet high, with a span of seventy- 
five feet. The lights, four in number, give 
in combination an i lain nation of sixteen 
thousand candle power. It is stated that 
at a distance of a mile the light throws a 
distinct shadow, and that at the distance of 
half a mile it is equal to the effect of 
the half-moon. Many illustrations of its 
power and scope are given by the Mercury, 
whose editor, Mr. J. J. Owens, has been 
the chief proj-ctor and eupporter of the 
new plan of lighting. He has been so 
cautious in his c’aims for the tower, more­ 
over, that the actual effect appears to have 
considerably surpassed expectation. He 
has never pretended that one such tower 
would light the whole city, but asserts 
that at Jeast three will be necessary. The 
present indicatiors arc that the San Joee 
electric tower will solve the problem of city 
illumination, and that the authorities of 
San Jose will purehise it, and erect as 
many more as are required to complete the 
_£ystem. I ' is needless to say that the 
success o: th° experiment at San Jose must 
cause it to be introduced in other places, 
and that it may thns before long be 
adopted to th ; exelushn of gas in all the 
more important municipalities on the coast. 
Mr. 0 wens deservís great credit for the 
ssgacity and energy he has displayed in 
this undertaking, and .Ssn Joss ought to be 
proud of him. 
The Northern Pacific has 2,000 men at 
work on Ciark’s Fork Division, M. T. 
They expert to work 4,000 men duiirg the 
winter. 


The debate in the Senate on Pendleton’s 
Civil Service Reform bill was chiracterized 
by a good deal of plain speaking. Pendle­ 
ton availed himself to the utmost of the 
Guiteau case, and made a powerful exhibit 
of the corrupting tendencies of the spoils 
system. The evils springing from that sys­ 
tem are indeed so manifold and apparent 
that if public opinion coaid be brought to 
bear directly upon the subject, a change for 
the better would be certain and immedi­ 
ate. But unfortunately Hill of Georgia 
had only too much foundation for his state­ 
ment that hitherto the men who have had 
legislation and administration in charge 
have talked one way and acted another. It 
is in fact evident that however wisely and 
well politicians may reason about the im­ 
portance of reform in the civil service, all 
or nearly all of them continue to employ 
the old methods as soon as pressure is 
brought to bear upon them. Indeed there 
is no instance yet of any such consistency 
in this regard as might encourage the pub­ 
lic to expect a genuine and radical change. 
Thus we find Dawes pretending to 
be as desirous of reform as anyone, 
but nevertheless opposing the only 
proposition for reform which is before 
the Senate. He stands for that large 
class of politicians who hope to postpone 
all changes during their term by professing 
the utmost eagerness for it in the abstract, 
at the same time that they do their best 
to kill every definite attempt to produce 
it. Mr. Dawes objects to the idea of a 
Central Board of Examiners, because, as 
he says, it would never amount to anything 
unless the Administration supported it 
heartily. Mr. Dawes therefore evidently 
does not believe that it would be heartily 
supported by the Administration, but he 
does not give the grounds of his skepti­ 
cism. Of course he is fully aware that his 
attitude is in effect the same as though he 
had said : “ I am in favor of everything in 
“ this bill but the enacting clause. Strike 
“ that out and I shall be ready to support 
“ it warmly.’- The only thing to which 
he objects is the vital principle of the 
Pendleton bill. If that is removed he will 
be for it. 
And it is to be feared that Dawes is in th¡3 
connection a representative man. At first 
the politicians merely laughed at Civil Ser­ 
vice reform. They thought it was no more 
than a fantasy of the “ doctrinaires” and 
“ theorists,” and that it would be forgotten 
in a little while. But as it acquired force, 
and began to influence public opinion, aud 
as all attempts to argue it down were con­ 
spicuous failures, and as the probity and 
common sense of the nation came more and 
more clearly to recognize the proposition as 
wise and to regard it as necessary, those 
who knew that all their prospects depended 
upon the maintenance of the spoils system 
were compelled to seek a less obnoxious 
mode of effecting their purpose. So Civil 
Service reform was taken up formally aud 
put into all the party platforms ; and Pres­ 
idential candidates, even while promising 
offices right and left for support, wrote el­ 
oquent letters of acceptance declaring their 
unalterable purpose to carry out this re­ 
form ; aud stump speakers waxed indignant 
over their memories of the old bad system, 
and indulged in glowing anticipations of 
what the future would bring forth : and the 
people were assured and satisfied, and 
voted for these embryo reformers. But 
when the battle was over every place-hold­ 
er found that he had hopelessly committed 
himself to the maintenance of the old sys­ 
tem, and as the votes of the people would 
not be needed again for some time there 
was little hesitation felt at the general re­ 
pudiation of the fair promises of the cam­ 
paign which followed. 
When the next contest approached, 
Civil Service was once more brought to the 
front, and the familiar game was played 
once again. Yet all this time the real re­ 
formers, who are seldom the office-seeker3, 
persisted in agitating the question, in 
ventilating the abuses of the spoils sys­ 
tem, in showing the enormous waste which 
it entailed, in making disagreeable com­ 
parisons between American and English 
governmental methods. So the popular 
feeliDg continued to grow, and there was 
less inclination to accept professions the 
sincerity of which all knew to be very 
doubtful. It wa9 nectssary to do some­ 
thing soon. There must be an appearance 
of legislation. Thus we come to the Drep- 
aration of laws for the introduction of re­ 
form, but whether we shall ever get be­ 
yond this stage remains to be seen. The 
fact that these long-sought methods of re­ 
form had been tried with distinguished 
cess in the New York Custom-house 
aud I’ostoffice, made the position of the 
spoilsmen the more difficult. They could 
no longer say, as they had at first, that 
though these methods might answer in 
England, they were unsuited to “ onr 
“ institutions.” That argument was de­ 
feated by the fact that the new methods 
had actually been established upon Amer­ 
ican soil, and to the conspicuous improve­ 
ment of public business. Thenceforth it 
became necessary to assume complete sym­ 
pathy with reform in the abstract, and to 
fight concrete reform tooth and nail. 
And this seems to be the present pro­ 
gramme. There is no longer any open op­ 
position to Civil Service reform. All the 
politicians are ready to declare that they are 
longiug to see it fully inaugurated. Bat at 
the eame time they will assert that thus far 
no practical plan has been proposed, and 
that it would be a great mistake to adopt 
any system which could not be maintained. 
And we are afraid that it will take these 
gentlemen a great many years to find the 
perfect system for which they are yearning. 
The search for the Holy Grail will be 
nothing to their prolonged and difficult 
quest. For they will be very particular. 
In fact they are bound to be, in the inter­ 
est of the country, and they would be 
neglecting their plain duty if they accepted 
hastily a scheme which could not stand the 
test of practical application. By pursuing 
this subtle method they doubtless expect 
to postpone all important and considerable 
changes for a generation or so, and by that 
time it will not matter to them what is 
done. Perhap < the people wiil before that 
have abandoned all hope of reform in 
despair. 
Perhaps some great notional 
question will arise to dwarf and obscure all 
lesser issues. In short a great many things 
may happen to divert pnblic attention if 
only time can be secured, and meanwhile 
the best and surest way to obtain time is 
to affect a fastidiousness which will refuse 
all propositions that fall short of ideal 
completeness. This is what the people 
have to look forward to, we very much 
fear, for a long time to come. 


GUITEAU AS A SCAPEGOAT. 
It has been discovered, or so some people 
imagine, that Guiteau wrote the Morey 
letter. Doubtless it is very convenient to 
have such a man in a position where he 
can be utilized as a scapegoat. The writer 
of the Morey letter has been “ wanted ” 
for a long time. Bat there are several 
other perpetrators of evil deeds who have 
been Eought for with equal futility, and 


why may not Gniteau be availed of in these 
cases also ? Surely it can be demonstra­ 
ted that he is the murderer of Morgan, the 
martyr of Freemasonry; that he is the 
abductor of Charlie Ross ; that he is Tom 
Lawton ; that he is the Fenian emissary 
who sent the infernal machines to Liver­ 
pool ; that he is the leader of the ubiquitous 
train-robbers. Nothing is too bad for him, 
and as it is very unlikely that any of the 
afore-mentioned crimes will ever be cleared 
up in any other way, it would be a real 
convenience to get rid of the respective 
mysteries—now fallen somewhat stale— 
by clapping them on the broad shoulders 
of this arch-criminal. Unless seme such 
purpose as this is entertained, however, 
it seems hardly worth while to manufact­ 
ure these sensations.

Austin (Nev.), December 14tb.—Between 
1 and 2 o’clock this morning Richard Jen- 
aiugs, who shot and killed John A. Barrett 
the night before, was hanged in front cf the 
Court-h ub« building. As near as can be 
learned the facts are as follows : About half­ 
past 1 o’clock this morning a party of masked 
men, numbering about twenty-five persons, 
well armed, went to the Court-house, and 
with a sledge hammer 
BROKE DOWN A DOOR 
Leading from the main hall into a room be­ 
tween the Sheriff’s front office and the jail, 
and on entering a gun or guns were leveled in 
close proximity to Jas. Parrish’s head, the 
Deputy Sheriff, who was lying in bed, and 
held in abeyance. The key to the jail door 
was then taken out of the Deputy 
Sheriff’s pocket, and after an unsuccessful 
search for the key to the cell in which Jen- 
ningB was confined, a sledge-hammer was 
used. Apparently one blow was struck when 
the key was found, the cell door opened, and 
Jennings taken therefrom. He was brought 
through the Deputy Sheriff’s room with a 
rawhide lariet around his neck, and as he 
passed by the Sheriff’s bed he ca3t a wistful 
look in that direction, evidently wanting to 
say something, but doubtless afrail to open 
hiB mouth, as he saw the inevitable crisis at 
hand. He was 
LED TO THE FRONT DOOR BY THE LEATHER 
NECKTIE, 
And placed on the platform outside cf the 
main front entrance to the Court-house 
building. The other end of the lariet was 
thrown up to the portico of the Becond story, 
and after drawing up the body of .Jennings a 
short distance from tl.e floor on which be 
stood, the lariot was securely fastened to the 
iron railing above. Before ho was chav. n up, 
Jennings wa3 heard to say, “ Oh ! my God ! 
Boye, I guess I deserve this.” He then groaned 
loudly as he was about starting upward. 
Very shortly after the work was done word 
was passed down Main street that Jen- 
nirgs had been hanged, and quite a number 
of persons gathered to view the body 
and listen to the story of the Deputy Sheriff. 
Coroner Laughlin was very Bhortly on the 
ground, and in th9 courss cf half an honr 
after the hanging took place that officer cut 
the rope and placed the body inside of the 
Sheriff’s office, where it lay until this fore­ 
noon, when it was taken to the City Hall. 
The above statement embodies about 
ALL THE CIRCUMSTANCES 
There are connected with the hanging of 
Richard Jent.ings. So far as known to your 
reporter, the act is indorsed by all. While, 
of course, all good citizens oppose rcsortirg 
to unlawful means iu the punishment of 
criminals, yet for the protection of life and 
property it sometimes becomes absolutely 
necessary to resort to Judge Lynch. The 
crime committed by Richard Jenning», night 
before last, was without cause or provocation. 
Plainly speaking, he was a cowardly mur­ 
derer, and received the punishment last night 
that he justly deserved, as was admitted by 
himself in the last words uttered before he 
died. The example made this morning will 
serve as a terror to that class of men who 
draw deadly weapons on the most trivial 
pretense. For a number of months past the 
pistol has been used too freely in 
Austin. Patience has finally ceased to be a 
virtue, and from this time forward it will be 
best for the health of bad men to go very 
slow, least they, too, fall heir to Jennings’ 
lariat. It is hoped that there may never 
again be an occasion in Austin to necessitate 
repeating the dose. 
A Coroner’s inquest was held this forenoon 
over the body of Jennings, but your reporter 
has been unable to obtain the verdict of the 
jury. It is supposed, however, that it is, 
“ Came to his death by hanging by unknown 
persons.” 
Antecedents nr .lennin.es. 
G rass V a lley , December 14t!>.—Richard 
Jennings, who was lynched at Ausüb, Nev., 
this morning, has lived here from his boy­ 
hood, aud has always been considered a wild 
fellow. He was one of the two men sus- 
picioned as being connected with the robbery 
of the New York IIi!l Mining Company 
recently, when $7,000 was taken, but the 
necessary evidence was lacking. Deceased 
leaves a wife and five children, who reside 
here. 


E ds. Recobd-U nion ; In ycur Monday 
issue, discussing the recent report of the 
Committee of the Board of Trade of San 
Francisco on tho restoration of American 
shipping on the high seas, you say : “ C. T. 
Hopkins opposed the memorial frcm a high 
tariff standpoint, alleging that if the duties on 
ship-building material were removed, all the 
shipbuilders would buy Esgiish iron, and so 
ihs American rolling-mill would be ruined.” 
And you proceed to criticise such a silly ut­ 
terance as that would have been, had I talked 
any such nonsense, with just severity. You 
were, however, misled by an attempted ten- 
line report of a fifteen minntea’ speech. What 
I d;d say was to the effect that if the duties 
on foreign iron were removed, all the ship­ 
builders would use English iron, which was tn 
article inferior to American ; nor would the in­ 
creased consumption of that particular descrip­ 
tion of iron bs of any service to American 
production. That therefore the proper thing 
to do would be to ask Congress, in lieu of re­ 
moving the duties on English iron, to pay a 
bounty to ship* built of American iron and 
steel equal to what the duties would be on the 
eame weight cf metal if imported. I did not 
oppose the report at all, my remarks being 
cmfined to the discussion of a few points of 
difference between it and a recent report on 
the same topic made by a committee of which 
I was ChairmaD, to the Pacific Social Science 
Association. In tho main both reports con­ 
cur. I seed you herewith a second copy of 
the one I am responsible for, in the post­ 
scripture to which you will find the sub­ 
stance of what I said on the question you 
have raised. 
Considering the difficulty of exciting Con­ 
gress to the action without which our flag will 
in ten years almost disappear from the for­ 
eign trade, would it not he a good idea far in­ 
fluential papers like the R ecord-U nion to 
assist in harmonizing the conflicting opinions 
afloat as to the means t > be pursued to the 
end in view, rather than to make the confu­ 
sion worss confounded by merely criticising 
the efforts of those who are striving to do 
some good ?

Fong. It appears now that the shooting 
grew out of a dispute about a gambling game 
called “ tan.’’ It ii said deceased offered to 
play at the game, which was dealt by Ye Ah 
Fong ; that the latter refused to allow him to 
play ; that deceased got angry, aDd the alter­ 
cation which reeulied in his death ensued. 
Yesterday a complaint was filed by District 
Attorney Buckley, and Fong was pm upon 
his examination b»f >re Justice Hartford An­ 
derson. He wa3 held to answer before the 
Superior Court. 
For-g was defended by 
W. C. Crosaette. A commitment was 
made out consigning him_ to the County 
Jail until he can bo fried. 
The mur­ 
derer was brought to this city yesterday by 
Deputy Sherifl O. C. Jack-on and Constable 
A. W. Mar», of Folsom. An inspection of 
the individual shows him to be somewhat 
dilapidated, he having received a gunshot 
wound in the left arm near the elbow. He 
refuses to receive medical assist uics from a 
“ Melican doctor,” but insists on being 
treated by a C'elestiil physician. Unless the 
arm is treated differently from what it has 
been already he will be likely to lose it, and 
possibly his life, beside3 suffering a great deal 
unnecessarily.

BAN FRANCISCO ITEMS. 
[San Francisco Exchanges of December 14th.) 
The San Francisco Stock Board has declared 
a dividend of $100 to each member, payable 
immediately.

Ex-Judge Davis Louderback carries his 
arm in a sling, some of the small bones of 
the forearm having been broken by a blow 
from the cane of a man who was recently 
worsted in the Courts in certain suits in 
whi -h he was plaintiff and Louderback de­ 
fendant. 
A sensational report which cannot be 
traced to any one was set afloat this morning 
that the Arctic relief steamer Rodgers had 
arrived in port, having on board a bowsprit 
of the Jeannette, which had been picked np 
in the Arctic ocean. The statement has 
probably originated in the fsct that the 
Corwin had, during her last cruise in the 
Arctic, picked up a piece of a spar which 
w»s converted into a bowsprit for the Corwin, 
that vessel having lost hers in a gale off 
Wrangel Island.

The Merchants’ Exchange in this city 
h -.s heen besieged all morning by persma 
wishing to know if the news is correct, or if 
any news has come down from the Rodgers, 
to all of which the reply is given : “ It’s a 
stupid rumor—there’s not a word of truth in 
it.”

Interesting Testimony of Hamilton Smith 
—An Engineer's Opinion on Many 
Important Questions. 


The sliclrena case—The People of the State 
of California vs. the Gold Run Ditch and 
Mining Company—was resumed yesterday c-t 
9:30 A. M., in Department Two of the Superior 
Court, Hon. Jackson Temple presiding. 
Hamilton Smith wa9 called to the witness 
stand. On taking the stand he said : Your 
Honor, I would like to make one or two ex 
planations in regard to my testimony yester­ 
day, if I can have your permission. 
The Court—Anything that requires correc­ 
tion or qualification. 
Mr. Smith—In giving a list of the mines 
owned by foreign corporations in California, 
I neglected to speak of the Iíabelle and other 
associate mines in Alpine county, and also the 
Original Amador, in Amador county. I also 
stated that it was only in California, Russia 
and Australia that the existence of gravel 
channels similar to those in California were 
to be found. There ore gravel channels, but 
not very extensive, in Colombia and Peru, 
but they are of very small extent compared 
with those iu California. There are also 
placer deposits in Alaska and in British Co­ 
lumbia, but they would not be called by the 
California miners hydraulic deposits or hy­ 
draulic gravel mines. And in regard to the 
Australian deposits, although the material is 
drifted, still it is washed, after it is brought 
from the mine, by the hydraulic process. 
Direct examination resumed (to Mr. Dib­ 
ble)—I stated yesterday the amount of gold 
taken out in California. I said that about 
81,200,000,000 in ronnd cumbers had been 
taken out, and that more than that amount 
remained to be taken out. 
Question—Is it practicable, in your judg­ 
ment, to work I hese Gold Run mines by any 
other method than that now employed. 
Answer—It is not. 
Q —State the reason. 
A.—The Gold Run gravel—the bottom 
pravrl—is similar to that in the other mines 
situated on the same channel—like that at 
Bloomfield, Smartsville and very many other 
points, I have examined into this 
deiktinu PBOCKsa 
Very carefully indeed. At Bloomfield, for 
instance, we attempted about ten years ago 
to work a portion of the mice by drifting, 
and a portion which we considered almost the 
richest part. We extracted by drifting 21,614 
toes of gravel, which yielded $32,606 iu gold, 
or 81 50 a ton. We found that there was no 
profit at all to be made by drifting, aud dis­ 
continued it. The reason was that the pay 
lead in these gravel channels is not always 
immediately on the bottom. It is not con­ 
tinuous. You sometimes find the richest gold 
immediately on the bedrock, and in other 
places within a few feet it jumps up to the 
hight of twenty and sometimes thirty feet 
from the bedrock, so that it is practically im­ 
possible iu drifting to follow the rich streaks. 
At Smartsville the gold Í3 so regularly dis­ 
tributed through the gravel for sixty or sev­ 
enty feet in depth that yon would have to 
drift out that entire mine sixty or seventy 
feet ; and generally along that charinel^ ex­ 
tending from Gold Run to Smartsville, it is 
impracticable to work the mines by drifting. 
That is, there will be no profit attending the 
work. And if hydraulic mining were not al­ 
lowed the mines would necessarily be aban­ 
doned. 
Q.—Explain drift mining aud the method 
of working. 
_ 
A.—Drift-mining is veiy similar to coal­ 
mining where the coal seam is horizontal. 
Tunnels are run along on the bed rock, or 
just below the bed-rock, following the course 
of the chanael, drifts are run off at conve­ 
nient intervals on eech Bide and the gravel 
immediately on tin bed-rcck is stoped. Drift­ 
ing is only practicable where the gold, or a 
very considerable portion of it in the chan­ 
nel, is situated immediately on the bed-rock. 
That is what is known by miners as drift 
mining. The gravel is hauled out in cars, 
sometimes pulled out by locomotives and 
dumped at the mouth of the mine. They 
work the mines generally as vigorously in the 
summer-time, in low water, as iu the wiuter. 
A large amount of gravel accumulates in the 
dump at the mouth of the mine. When 
water comes this gravel which has ac­ 
cumulated is worked and washed in 
prtcisely the same manner as is done iu hy­ 
draulic mining. Generally a Little Giant Í3 
used, through which the water is discharged 
under considerable pressure against these 
large piles of gravel, ai <1 it is washed away 
through the flume in precisely the same man­ 
ner íd which a hydraulic mine is worked. 
Q.—You speak of the use of the Little 
Giant. When was it invented, and where is 
it manufactured ? 
A.—The Little Gimt was first introduced 
in 1869. Previous to that the miners used 
what is called a goose-neck, which resembles 
it somewhat. It was not nearly as convenient 
an implement as the Little Giant. The Little 
Giants are manufactured at Marysville, all cf 
them. 
_ 
Q.—What is seam mining ? 
A.—A seam mine is a decomposed quartz 
veip, or quart* having a considerable thick­ 
ness more or less decomposed, and having a 
nearly vertical dip. The quartz is so 
decomposed that it can be washed by the 
application of hydraulic presruie. The water 
is brought to these team mines—tunnels and 
cuts are run to them—and this decomposed 
quartz is washed out from the vein». 
Q.—You stated yesterday that 127,000 per­ 
sons were de*>endent up >n the mining indus­ 
try. State what would be the effect upon 
that population if mining should cease? 
Objected to by Attorney-General Hart, on 
he grcund that it Í3 immaterial and not sub- 
to expert testimony. 
_ 
The Court eustained the objection. 
W. C. Belcher—We except to the ruling of 
the Court. We offer to prove and expect 
this witness to tostify, if allowed to, that the 
stoppage of mining operations in tfce counties 
named would hare tha effect to disorganize 
those counties and to drive from them very 
nearly all of their populati on, and would rea­ 
der them valueless as integral portions of the 
State government. 
The Court ruled out the testimony. 
Q.—If mining is continued in the Gold Run 
mines, bow much, if any, iu your opinion, 
will be the effect upon the American andStc- 
amento rivtrs and tbeir bottom lands? 
A.—I have estimated before, that if the 
Go d Run mines continue washing, only 
about 600,000 cubic yards per annum will be 
excavated. Of that, in my judgment, a very 
considerable portion will remain in the North 
Fork of tha Americ.au river above Rice’s 
bridge. Assuming that even 20 per cent, of 
the material which is washed from the mines 
should c.me down into these rivers, that 
would only give a iotalof 120,000 yards, and the 
effe t upon the river», in filling them, would 
be very sl-.ght indeed—you might say infinit­ 
esimal. I refer to the mines that have been 
so frequently spoken of. 
Q.—What would be the depth of the de- 
troeit in the American and Sacramento rivers, 
Snisun and San Pablo bays, supposing that 
t is 20 per cent, of the excavation was 
3 jually distributed over their surface? 
A.—The surface area of these waters is 
nearly 200 square miles : 120,000 cubic yards 
of this deposited with an even depth over 
that area of 200 square miles would represent 
a thickness of about one-sixteen hundredth 
p&ifrof a foot. 
MOVEMENTS OK THE D1BB1S. 
Q.—Describe the deposits of sand and debris 
now in the rivers of the State, especially the 
American, and state how these materials 
move, if they do move, in the beds of the 
streams. 
Oojected to by the Attorney-General. 
The Court overruled the objection, to 
which ruling the Attrmey-General excepts. 
A.—Commencing with the Yuba river on 
the north and extencing down to the Ameri­ 
can river on the south, there are very large 
deposits of gravel and mining debris now ro- 
maiuing, or now existing in tke various 
streams and tributaries. I estimate that 
the Yuba river, the Bear river and the 
American river — embracing these three 
streams and their branches—now con­ 
tain probably 350,000,000 cubic yards of ma­ 
terial. That material largely consists of 
light gravel, an! a very large portion of it is 
the result of the washing of this surface 
gravel which I have described before. That 
material moves down—or the major portion 
of that material moves down—with each flood 
more or less, gradually working its way to­ 
ward the valley. The heavy material, like 
that which I have spoken of at the Polar 
Sta- dump and that which comes from the 
Gold Run mires on the American river, or a 
very considerable part of it, has a permanent 
lodgment in the bed of the river. By per­ 
manent lodgment I mean practicaUy, not 
absolntelv, because if you give it time enough 
of course' the river will wash its wav down 
and bring ail of it down eventually, 
as the natural tendency of a mountain stream 
is to erode its bed and cut deeper and deeper. 
But the larger part of this 350,000,000 yards 
is constantly moving during the winter floods. 
The movement of the material down these 
rivers is chiefly confined to the winter season. 
The water p i c k s up a small piece of gravel, car­ 
ries i» a little distance, and then drop* it, and 
Tcther wave of water p m k .it W «aim 
The great bulk of the material which is in 


suspensión in the water is dropped over and 
over before it fi.d, its way down into 
the vaUey. 
A very small amount of 
eaithy material will color water, and some 
of that material may omedownwithou.be- 
ing deposited on its way to the Sacramento 
river. But all the sandy material is dropped 
over and over a mi'.lion times no doubt, the 
waters dropping it and afterwards picking it 
up again ; but the general tendency is for all 
this material to work its way down into the 
valley, with the exception of the heavy gravel 
coming from the lower bench, and the ce­ 
ment. 
Q.—Describe the general characteristics of 
the drainage area of the American river? 
Witness produced an official cony of a map 
from the surveys from the office (f the United 
States Surveyor-General, showing the gen­ 
eral characteristic of the drainage area of the 
American river, and proceeded to describe the 
sources of that river. He said that the whole 
drainage area is in the shape of a fan, and 
finally the waters are all discharged through 
a confined space near Folsom. 
Q. (by Mr. Wilson)—How wide is that pas­ 
sage you refer to near Folsom ? 
A.—Where the American river escapes 
from the mountains, just above Folsom, the 
canyon is only 280 feet in width at the ex­ 
treme high-water mark—or 290. So that all 
the floods which are brought down by these 
various mountain canyons are confined, as 
they escape at this particular point, into a 
very narrow compass. 
Q.—What is the acreage area of that water­ 
shedA.—The entire area is 2,150 square miles, 
and the amount of mountain drainage is be­ 
tween 1,900 and 2,000 square miles. 
THE CACHE OK FLOODS. 
Q.—Describe the cause of the fl rods which 
occasionally sweep down the American and 
other rivers of the State, including the Sacra­ 
mento? 
A.—The flcads are generally caused by a 
heavy fall of snow in the month of Novem­ 
ber and early in December on the monntain 
sides. That snow will accumulate to a depth 
of four or five or six or seven feet. It is very 
soft, ha j not had time to pack, as snow does late 
in the season on the sides of the Sierra Ne­ 
vada. Generally about Christmas, or a lit'le 
sooner than that in fl >od vears, warm rair s 
fall, and continue to fall for some time. 
These rains fill up the lower rivers, and 
fill them pretty full, and this same rain is 
taken up by the snow on the mountain sides 
just as though the snow were a sponge. I 
have feea mystlf eight or ten inches of 
warm rain in twenty-fcur hours, falling upon 
the snow, and tfce snow absorbed nearly all 
of it—snow four or five feet deep—and finally 
when the snow becomes overburdened with 
water, when its sponge capacity ceased, 
it melts away and comes down at 
once. Then in these canyons, like those 
on tfce Yuba, American and Feather rivers, 
there are torrents, continuous torrents, 
pouring down the 
whole length 
of 
the mountain sides. A person needs 
personal experience to see how rapidly 
water can get off the ground as it 
does there—it is perfectly marvelous; 
and iu the mountain canyons the waters 
riia to a very great bight, and come 
out in huge masses until they strike 
the waters in the 
valleys, which are 
already high, piling upon them, and the re­ 
sult is a great flood iu the valley. A great 
flood in Sacramento is only caused when all 
the rivers—the American, Bear, Feather and 
the upper Sacramento—are flooded, and 
their Hoods unite at the same time ; then the 
result is an enormous flood, all their waters 
reaching Sacramento at about tfce same time. 
Q.—State whether or not the maximum 
floods are determined or can be fixed by the 
amount of rainfall for the year ? 
A.—The maximum amount of flood does 
not depend upon the total amount of rainfall 
for the year, because you can have a large 
flood like that of 1881 without a very large 
amount of rainfall. The flood wculd not con­ 
tinue so long ; but still the water in the river, 
when it is at its maximum, is much higher 
than it would have been with a rainfall twice 
as great or 50 per cent, greater. 
Q.—Will the record of rainfall in Sacra­ 
mento fairly show the general amount of 
precipitation in the Sacramento valley ? 
A.—It dees not at all. It certainly will 
not, because there might be a very heavy 
rainfall at Sacramento, and it may be light 
in the npper part of the Sacramento valley in 
the same year. I have noticed very great 
variation in the relative amount of rainfall, 
even in valley counties and Sacramento city. 
Q.—What amount of rainfall have you ob­ 
served in the Sierra Nevada mountaias ? 
A.—The largest amount which has come 
under my personal observation was, I think, 
about 110 inches—105 or 110 inches—in the 
year. The average amount of rainfall at that 
particular point,which is ou the headwaters 
of the South Yuba, is about 80 inches, I 
think, or 85. 
Q. (by Mr. Belcher)—What would be the 
rule as to precipitation, comparing the valley 
with the mountains ? 
A.—The precipitation, as a general thing, 
increases until you approach the summit, be­ 
ing great-Bt within a few miles of the divide 
between California and Nevada. 
Q (by Mr. Dibble)—What 13 the ratio ? 
A.—The rainfall in the different points of 
the valley varies very greatly—much larger 
at Sacramento than it is 100 miles to the 
.oulh, or at the month of the Sacramento 
river. It will vsry from 5 to 15 times. It 
varies very much in the mountains. In one 
valley near the summit of the Sierras will be 
50 per cent, more than in the adjoining val­ 
ley, which is only a couple of miles distant. 
THE EFFECT CF STOPPISG MINING. 
Q.—If mining was stopped how much less 
material would come down the stream ? 
A.—Well, I think that practically no less 
material would come down from the rivers, 
certainly not for quite a number of years to 
come. There might be less of the lighter 
material which stains the water. The water 
might become clearer perhaps, but the total 
amount of material carried even in suspen­ 
sión, I think would remain about the same. 
The amount, as I have tCited before, of old 
material remaining up in the mountains is 
very large indeed, and that is bound to come 
dowD. The light material remaining in the 
beds of these mountain streams is very large, 
and that is as c rtain to come down as that 
water flows to the see. 
Q (hy '.he Court)—What do you call that 
material? 
A.—I would callthatmaterial thatwhichhss 
comefrom the old surface washingsof the mines. 
It is sand, small gravel and very often large 
quantities of clay, but chiefly sand, became 
a very large part of wr.at is known as pipe­ 
clay consists of very finely comminuted sand. 
You very often find thick beds of pipe-clay 
—from 15 to 20 feet thick—which is nothing 
in the world but very fine sand. 
Q (by Mr. Dibble)—Does material from 
other sources come down in addition to that 
which yr u have Rpoben of ? 
A.—There is what Mr. Hall calls the 
natural wash from tfce mountain sides. 
Q —What do you call natural wash ? 
A.—All of tha material brought down the 
streams, which not directly or indirectly 
came from tha mines, is included by Mr. Hall 
in the term natural wash. I would confine 
my definition of natural wash to the wash­ 
ings of au unoccupied and uncultivated Boil 
by nature alone, without the soil being dis­ 
turbed ; that would be my definition i f na­ 
tural Wosh—of the natural erosion which is 
goirg on in a country not dis'urbed at all by 
the action or work of man. Where tfce soil 
has been disturbed by agriculture I would call 
it agricultural wash. The surface of plowed 
ground is washed off much more easily than 
soil that has never been disturbed. 
Q.—What is the effect of the building of 
roads ? 
A.—Every act of civilized man adds to the 
amount of material which is washed from the 
surfaco of the country—increases that un­ 
avoidably. Those roads which you find in 
the mountains you very frequently aee four 
or five feet below the surface of tfce ground, 
which is the result of the passing of wagons 
and the grinding up of the soil into dust, 
wh:ch has blown or washed away. 
Q.—What is the effect of cutting off tim­ 
ber ?A.—That adds necessarily to the amountof 
wash or erosion. 
Q —How about snow slides, land-slides or 
frost? 
A.—Of all the natural elements frost is the 
greatest in producing an erosion of the sur­ 
face of a mountainous country. In tropical 
countries where I have been the wash is very 
slight indeed, because it is not accelerated by 
ths action of frost. Frost is the greatest dis­ 
integrator in the mountains. On the head­ 
waters cf tfce American I have seen places, 
and on the Yuba also, where the ledges of the 
country rock are worn away at the rate of 
one-eighth of an inch a year almost, which is 
a very prodigious rate. It scales off every 
year the surface of the ledges, due to the 
action of the frost. The snow-slides scour 
out a good deal of material, and a great num­ 
ber of them occur every winter, and they are 
a veiy considerable source of washing. The 
land-slides also add greatly. I have seen two 
land sides, each of which would contain 100,­ 
000 cubic yards, perhaps 200,000, and the 
material was washed down into the river 
beds. 
ABOUT PBOPOSED PLANS OF BELIEF. 
Q.—Have yen ever professionally examined 
the proposed plans for relief in the American 
river and other rivers in the State, whose ob­ 
ject is to restrain the flow of debris, and so 
prevent it from injuring the Sacramento river 
and the valley lands? 
A.—I have examined with a great deal of 
attention and care the several sites for pro­ 
posed dams whose object was to hold back 
the debris which wou’d otherwise flow down 
into the valley, both in the Yuba aud Amer­ 
ican rivera. 
Q —Give the Court a general idea of what 
these plans for relief are. 
Objected to as immaterial and irrelevant 
M r. W allace—W e propose to show by this 


inquiry that a bill is filed here for the pu-piee 
of enjoining one of the greatest interests of 
the State. The proposition is to stop mining, 
as they say. The necessity for such an ex­ 
treme measure is the supposed destruction of 
everything else in the State, as they would 
tell up, or the great agricultural interest. We 
want to show that the witness here, in con­ 
junction with an officer of the State, in 
pursuance of a law of the State, has ex­ 
amined these rivers with a view of seeing 
and determining what can be done for the 
purpose of curing this evil. I do not 
wish to make any extended argument upon 
this m atter; but I submit to your Honor 
whether or not the Court would entertain a 
bUl for this purpose at the very time that the 
State is proceeding to correct this very mat­ 
ter, and, as we propose to show your Honor, 
proceeding, or proposing to proceed, by a 
scheme that is entirely practicable, with very 
little cost—not as much as 81 in $400 of the 
property which they would destroy by this 
action, and which would be utterly valueless 
if they Bhould enjoin this business of mining. 
That is the general proposition. The witness 
has examined the subject atd made experi­ 
ments, and has a right to testify as to what 
would be an easv and practicable method of 
curing this whole mischief, illustrating our 
position that this is a proceeding entirely out 
of place ; that there are matters which belong 
to the political department of the Government 
and which the political department is pro­ 
ceeding to deal with, and a part cf which 
was an examination had by this witness, in 
coojucrinn with Mr. Hall, the State Engi­ 
neer, IcekiDg to this very matter. That is 
the purpoEe and scope. * * * * * We 
want to show the Cowjt by this testimony 
what we say, with altane respect to the 
other ride, is the utter absurdity, the un­ 
precedented absurdity, I may say, of attempt­ 
ing to arrest an industry of this character by 
these means. I say in that connection, with 
the broad views that the Chancellor takes in 
using its light arm, an injunction, by which 
great interests are to be destroyed, com­ 
munities are to be stricken down, and 
portions of the State that the gentle­ 
man represents here so honorably are 
to be disorganized by the_ power of this 
Court, that before such a thing is to be done 
this Court will listen, and listen attentively, 
to see what is the necessity of such an extra­ 
ordinary exertion of judicial authority, if 
theie be any necessity at all. And if this be 
a matter simply within the police power of 
the State, within its most ordinary police 
power, as we shall show your Honor, both 
by the report and by what this witness can 
testify, that this is a matter of importance 
that we should bring to the attention of the 
Court in order that it may be weighed in the 
scales of justice, as it Bhould be weighed in 
coming to a conclusion whether the peremp 
tory powers of injunction, by which this great 
industry is to be paralyzed and a'ayed, shall 
be issued in thi« Court. This is the proposi­ 
tion as I view it for myself. My associates 
may have other views. 
Attorney-Geieral Hart replied to the 
proposition made by Mr. Wallace. He held 
that the counsel had no greater desire than 
himself to see both these great industries 
flourish, but that couueel addrrsscd the Court 
as a legislative body instead cf as a judicial 
body. 
He was not proceeding sgainst 
the business of hydraulic mining, but 
simply a-ked the hydraulic miners, that in the 
conduct of their hydraulic mining business 
they shall take care of their tailings and 
debris. 
The Court decided to exclude the testimony, 
to which ruling counsel for the defendant ex­ 
cepted. 
Q.—What is the carrying capacity cf the 
American river compared with that of 1861 
and 1862? 
A.—I think that the American river in its 
present condition will cirry more water now 
from a little distance below Alder creek down 
to where the velocity of the water of the 
American river is stopped or checked near 
its mouth, than it did—say prior to 1862. 
The river is very much broader than in old 
times. 
Q —What has been the effect of changing 
the mouth of the American river and the 
creation of a new mouth ? 
A.—The effect has been the sending of the 
water right across the river, when the Ameri­ 
can pours out a flood, and cutting away the 
bank on the other side, and the filling up of 
the old mouth of the American river. 
Q.—Would or would not such have been 
the result if there had never been any mining 
in California ? 
A.—I think unquestionably bo. 
Q._State whether the grade and rate of 
the current of the American river from its 
mouth to the r» int where it escapes from the 
mountains at Folsom are greater or less ? 
A.—The grade is less. The current is lees 
than it was in old tiroes. 
Afternoon Session. 
Hamilton Smith resumed the stand. 
Q (by Mr. Dibble)—What ia your opinion 
as to whether the American and Sacramento 
river3 always cccnpied their present channels ? 
A.—They unquestionably have varied their 
channels, changing about from place to place. 
I have seen tha same thing myself on the 
Mississippi and the Missouri rivers. The 
Miesisripp river ha3 made a number of 
cut-cffs. All the great rivers of the world 
running through alluvial countries are con­ 
stantly chaneiug tbeir banks unless they are 
protected. W ork is_ necessary to prevent 
their banka from erosion. 
Q.—State if you can the amount of sedi­ 
ment the American and Sacramento rivers 
transport ? 
_ 
A —Based on tfce figures which are con­ 
tained in Mr. Hall’s rep-rt, I find that tfce 
American river at low-water carries 935 parts 
of water by weight to 1 of sediment. Tfce 
water ¡3 935 and the sediment 1. That is a 
mean of three observations. The American 
at high-water carried 190 parts of water to 
1 of sediment—the result of one observa­ 
tion. The maximum amount of sediment 
contained in the American, as found by Mr. 
Hall, was 65 of weight to 1 of sediment. I 
think I have got it wrong—190 parts in high- 
water to 1 was the mean of five obser vations; 
the maximum was 65 to 1, which was the re­ 
sult of one observation. The Sacramento at 
medium flood at I street contained 1,212 parts 
of water to 1 of sediment. The Sacramento 
at high-water at Freeport contained 832 parts 
of water to 1 of sediment, which ia a mean 
of eight observations. The proportions are 
determined by weight, which is the general 
method of engineers in comparing amounts 
of sediment in streams. 
Q —On that basis of calculation hc.w do 
three rivers compare with other rivers in tho 
amount of pediment transported ? 
A.—There are many other rivers that 
carry much more sediment than the Sacra­ 
mento, and some rivers that carry considera­ 
ble more than the American. I have pie- 
pared a table here which illustrates that 
statement, which I could read, if you like. 
It is rather long. 
Q.—Is it taken from any published work ? 
A .— From a large number of authorities. 
(j.—State it. 
The Attorney-General objected to the tes­ 
timony, on the ground that it was incom­ 
petent. 
The Court sustained the objection. 
W. C. Belcher—We offer these to prove by 
the witness, and expect that he would if al­ 
lowed to testify, the amount of sedi­ 
ment carried by the Po and the Durance in 
flood and at its average ; the Garonne, the 
Rhone, the Nile, the Vistula, the Rhine, the 
Ganges, both above and below its junction 
with the Brahmaputra ; the Hoaag Ho, the 
Mississippi at different points, as at Carrol- 
ton, Memphis, and at its mouth; the Indus, 
and the rivers already given, and the author­ 
ities from which the statements are taken. 
Q —How should the amount of sediment in 
a nver be determined ? 
A.—It can only be determined by the 
careful experiments of au engineer; and can 
be determined with accuracy only by a large 
number of experiments. 
Q.—What is the proper way for an en­ 
gineer to estimate the amount of damage 
caused by the filling of a river ? 
A.—In my opinion the amount of damage is 
best estimated by the elevation of the low- 
water mark. The diminishment of the carry­ 
ing capacity of a river can be better deter­ 
mined by the increase in the bight at low- 
water mark than by any other method, in the 
absence of an accurate survey of the river. 
The natural tendency of all rivers running 
through an alluvial soil is for the banks to 
raise. 
Q.—Assuming that the low-water mark of 
1881 is six and a half feet higher than that of 
1849, in your judgment as an engineer what 
effect has this filling had in increasing the 
hight cf floods in the Sacramento ? 
A.—I*think it can have had but a slight 
effect íd increasing the hight of the high- 
water mark. The extent over which high 
water spreads itself after the river gets cut- 
side of its banks is so much greater than the 
section occupied by this tilling that the filling 
can have had but a slight effect on the high- 
water mark. If the river was confined within 
its banks by levees it would have a far 
greater effect than is at present the case. 
Q.—Can this raising of the low-water mark 
be attributed to any other cause than the 
filling of the river ? 
A.—There is one cause, which is the 
amount of water which is discharged from 
the mining reservoirs during the low-water 
season. 
Q.—State what reservoirs for the storage of 
water have been constructed by the miners 
on the Sacramento river drainage, and also 
state, if yon know, their storage capacity. 
A.—The reservoirs of the Bloomfield Com­ 
pany have a capacity of 1,050.000.000 cubic 
feet; the Milton Company’s reservoir has a 
capacity of 650,000,000 cubic feet; the Eu­ 
reka Lake Company, 1,130,000,000 cubic feet; 
the Fordyce and the many other reservoiraof 
the South Yuba Company contain about 
L800,000,000 cubic feet; the Omega and the 
Blue Point United, 300,000,000 cubic feet; 


the Spring Valley, 300,000,000 cubic feet; the 
California Water Company have nearly 600,­ 
000,000 cubic feet; the El Dorado Compa­ 
ny’s reserve irs have a capacity of 1,070,000,­ 
000 cubic feet. There are also a great num­ 
ber of small reservoirs on tbe Feather, Yuba, 
Bear and American rivers, whose collected 
capacity I estimated at 700,000,000 cubic 
feet, making a total of 7,600.000,000 cubic 
feet of storage capacity of water. I am per­ 
sonally familiar with all these reservoirs ex­ 
cept those belonging to the California Water 
Company and El Dorado Company. 
Q —When is the water drawn from these 
reservoirs ? 
A.—The water from these reservoirs is gen­ 
erally drawn from the|middle of July on, for 
the next four months, during the dry season. 
Q.—Whst would bo the volume of all their 
waters at Sacramento ? 
A.—If this water was drawn regularly for 
a period of four months it would make a flow 
of 720 cubic feet per second, which in a river 
500 feet wide, with a current of one and one- 
half feet per second, would increase its depth 
.95 of a foot. I know from my own knowl­ 
edge of these reservoirs that the water is ex­ 
hausted from them during this period of four 
months, and it is generally quite regularly 
drawn. The mines depend upon this supply 
of storage water for the water which they use 
from the middle iff July generally until the 
middle of November. 
Q.—What effect do the a 3 reservoirs have in 
retraining floods here ? 
A.—They have, I think, a perceptible ef­ 
fect. As an illustration I may say that the 
mining reservoirs on the Yuba river will hold 
an aggregate amount of water equal to the 
discharge of the Yuba river at extreme flood 
for 24 ly-ure. It wculd require the Yuba 
river to pour out its full flood for 24 hours to 
fill these reservoirs, and I have never seen 
that river remain at full flxid for 24 hours. 
It has been very frequently proposed by en­ 
gineers to restrain floods by the erection of 
reservoirs, and has been done in some cases I 
believe. 
Q —It bas been stated that the water from 
Sacramento city has been occasionally 
pumped out. Are you familiar with other 
cases where such is the case ? 
A.—I am. In the city of London the 
whole drainage is pumped out. All the low 
lands in Holland are kept free of water by 
being pnmped out, as well as a good many of 
tbe cities there. 
Q —Do yon know whether or not there has 
been any filling in San Francisco and San 
Pablo bays since 1848? 
A.—I do know it. 
Q.—What was tbe deepest watir |in San 
Pablo bay cff Point Penóla, within yaur 
knowledge ? 
A.—I have compared the two charts of the 
coast Burvey—one from tbe surveys made ia 
1856 and the other made last year, I think, 
and my knowledge of the filling in San Pablo 
bay ia derived almost entirely from a com­ 
parison of those two charts. That is the only 
way to ascertain what the filling really is. I 
have a chart which was published by the 
coast survey, and which states that the hy­ 
drography was done in 1856. The deepest 
water showH ou this chart, off Point Penols, 
is six and one-half fathoms, and a general 
depth in the channel of about five fathoms in 
the deepest part of the channel. These 
soundings are based upon a datum line of 
mean low tide. 
Q.—Is the depth of the ship channel in San 
Pablo bay diminished ? 
A.—From my examination of the two 
charts, I see that it is not, practically. I 
would say that the channel has narrowed 
some, but it has not diminished in depth, 
practically. 
_ 
Q.—What proportion of the fillings in San 
Pablo bay, in your judgment, has come from 
sediment brought down by the Sacramento 
and San Joaquin rivers, and what from other 
sources ? 
A.—I Bhould say that those rivers bring 
down perhaps half the amount of the filling 
which is now being deposited in San Pablo 
bay. The other half comes from the small 
streams that empty into San 
Pablo 
bay. 
I have examined the creeks on 
both sides of San Pablo bay, and it 
is very easy to see from the character 
of the mud now in the bottom of 
San Pablo bay that these small streams 
are contributing very largely to this filling 
up. Petaluma creek, Napa creek and Sonoma 
creek are the largest creeks on the north 
shore, and there are a number of small creeks 
on the south. 
Q.—What part of this filling, in your judg­ 
ment, comes from mining debris or sediment? 
A.—I fhould say ronghly not more than 
one-third of it, in my judgment, comes from 
that cause. There may be more but that 
would be my estimate. 
Q.—It bas been stated that lands on Sher­ 
man Island have been irjnred by the Sacra­ 
mento river. Are you familiar with the 
islands—such as Sherman, Randall and other 
similar islands? 
A.—I am familiar with some of theso 
islands. I examined Twitchell Island once 
in a professional way. I was consulted by 
its owners as to whether it was worth while 
to continue their efforts at reclamation. 
Q.—State whether those islands can bo 
protected by levees built from the material 
found on the islands. 
A.—They can be for a short time, but not 
permanently. The reason why it is impossi­ 
ble to protect those lands from inundation by 
levees constructed with the material taken 
from the inlands, is that this material is noth­ 
ing but peat, or half-formed peat. When the 
levees are freshly made they krep the water 
out pretty well. After a year or two the ma­ 
terial begins to iot, and it is subject to a half 
a dozen sorts cf accidents. It is light, and 
will float. I have often torn down pieces of 
these levees and thrown them in the water to 
see them float away. They will burn. They 
also, when they get a little older, crack. 
Large crac k6 are formed ; and from the im­ 
perfect soil on which they are placed, they 
frequently sink down, making breaks. With 
a material like that it is impossible, in my 
judgment, to make permanent reclamation. 
Q —Can those islands be protected hy the 
sandy material brought down the Sacra­ 
mento ? 
# 
A.—The sandy material brought down the 
Sacramento river is infinitely better for mak­ 
ing levees than the peat, and, if they can be 
reclaimed, the only way, in my judgment, 
will be to construct levees of this sand. Sand, 
if properly treated, will make an excellent 
levee. 
Q.—Suppose that Suisun bay were filled 
nearly completely up, would that filling have 
any injurious effect on the harbor of San 
Francisco? 
A.—In my judgment it would not. Suhun 
bay is at such a distance from the bar at the 
Golden Gate, that if Suiaun bay was en­ 
tirely filled, it would have a very Blight, if 
indeed nny, effect upon the bar. 
Q.—Are you familiar with the general 
characteristics of the river Po? 
, 
A.—I am familiar with the Po. I have 
read a great mary works in regard to it. The 
Po is a river whose general characteristics re­ 
semble the Sacramento river, with the ex­ 
ception that the Po discharges directly into 
the sea. Both rivers have a large amount 
of lowland towards their mouths, and 
the resemblance between the two is very 
great. Most extensive measures have been 
taken to reclaim and protect the land on the 
lower portion of the Po, and with very con­ 
siderable success. The Po brings down a 
much larger amount of sediment than the 
Sacramento does. 
The Bediuient chirfly 
comes from the Alpine rivers. It has resulted 
in building at the mouth of the river at a 
very rapid rate. Jn discussing or studying 
the characteristics of the Sacramento, the Po 
is a very interesting example of what we can 
do here, and expect to do here, because the 
land in the valley of the Po is very fertile 
and densely populated. 
Q.—It heB been stated that Sacramento has 
been injured by eipage water. State what 
has been the result of that. 
A.—In Sacramento, my opinion is that 
what they call sipage, or what has beeD 
termed sipage, is nothing but water which 
comes from the back or high lands, together 
with the water used for irrigation, coming 
from their water works. I have lookrd into 
this question of sipage professionally several 
times, and once or twice quite carefully. I 
have found in every case where I have made 
a careful examination that the water waB 
making always into the river instead of from 
the river. I remember on the Ohio river 
where I made an examination. The people 
insis’ed that the low land, which was pro­ 
tected by a levee, wae being spoiled by sipsge 
water. I found by comparing the depths of 
the water in several wells that even when the 
river was at quite a high stage that tho water 
was making its way into the river. That 
that shonld be the case, it seems to me, is 
very natural. [Witness drew a diagram rep­ 
resenting an examination made by him on 
the Ohio river. ] The river was up quite well 
in its banks. There was a well sunk at a 
point much lower than the immediate bank 
of the river, and another well, or wells, on 
the higher grounds still farther back. I 
found that the water in the well next to the 
river was lower than tbe water in the next 
well immediately back of it, and so on, going 
towards the hill; that tfce slope of the water 
as it was making its way by percolation was 
towards the river, and I think in the case of 
Sacramento that would be true also. The 
tendency of muddy water running would be 
to prevent sipage. The mnddy water would 
fill up tbe interstices and small openings 
through which the water was discharged. We 
frequently in mining muddy the water on 
purpose, in order to tighten a ditch. If there 
be any sipage mining debris does not canse it. 
Certainly the muddier yon make the water 
in a st.—am the less sipage there will be. 
Q.—It bas been stated in the testimony of 
the plaintiff that the Sacramento and Ameri­ 
can rivers were clearer from sediment during 
the present year than for some years past. 
Supposing this to be the caae, was it due to 
tbe stoppage of bjdrmolic mining! 
A.—It was not don to the liopptg* of nJ* 
dnulic mining, onrUinlj, 


Q.—State why. 
A.—On the American river there ia one mine 
stopped by injunction; that wae the Gold 
Run mine. The injunction was served after 
the usual supply of water was exhausted. 
It would have worked no more in any event. 
There were five mines stopped by injunction 
in Nevada county—the Excelsior, North 
Bloomfield, MiltoD, American and Blue Tent 
Companies They were stopped early in 
J une. Al! thoee five mines in Nevada county 
are working this deep and heavy blue gravel, 
in which the duty of a miner’s inch varies 
from two and a half to four yards. By these 
injunctions the water which would have been 
uBed in theBd mines on that deep and heavy 
gravel was sold to other companies who UBed 
it in washing top or surface ground, so that 
the ultimate result of tbe stoppage by injunc­ 
tion was to discharge into the rivers the sur­ 
face gravel instead of bottom and heavy 
gravel. Therefore, so far as these injunctions 
or suits are concerned, there was more debris 
discharged into the Yuba river than would 
otherwise have been tbe case. 
Q.—Can you give any other explanation 
why the water was clearer ? 
A.—Tfce only possible explanation I can give, 
as far as mining is concerned, is, that gener­ 
ally throughout the miniDg district they are 
working more bottom than surface gravel. 
The general tendency now is to work bottom 
gravel instead of top gravel. 
Q.—Mr. Grunsky and Mr. Allardt described 
tbeir method of computing tho material 
lodged in the bed of the American river. 
Did you listen to their description of such 
method ? 
A.—I did. 
^ 
Q.—Do you consider their methods cor­ 
rect? 
A.—I do not. 
Q —Why not? 
A.—-In the first place, as I understand, they 
simply estimated by passing down the river 
on horseback. They should, in my j udgment, 
have measured or surveyed. In the next 
place, as to depth, they assumed that they 
could tell where the original high-water mark 
was. In mj op nion that is impossible for 
anyone to determine. So that it was simply 
a guess, in which they might be very much 
out of the way probably as to the depth as 
they fixed it. 
Witness was questioned in regard to the 
methods adopted by Meesrs. Grunsky and 
Allardt in obtaining data, and testified at 
considerable length as to what were the 
proper methods to have been adopted, in his 
opinion. 
CROSS-EXAMINATION. 
(To Mr. Cadwalader)--I have been President 
of the Hydraulic Miners’ Association for 
three and a half or four year3. I have taken 
charge of the defense in this suit in a consid­ 
erable degree. I have not had much to do 
with the Buit brought by the city of Marys­ 
ville, nor with the case of the Miocene Com­ 
pany. The Association is of miners gener­ 
ally, but is chiefly composed of hydraulic 
miners. I came to California in 1869. First 
became associated with the North Bloomfield 
Company in 1869. At that time I was their 
engineer. 
Witness was examined at some length in 
regard to the channels in the Gold Run mines 
and those at Iowa Hill, and the Court then 
adjourned until 9:30 A. M. to-day.
